Washington. Oct. 22.—A dispatch 


from Colon says: News reached here 
that about 200 armed men, who are 
thought to bo malcontent Panamanb, 
rather than Colombian soldiers, have 
been seen in the neighborhood of r'ale- 
bra threatening hostilities against the 
Panaman government. As-soon as the 
American authorities of the caual zone 
became cognizant of this force, ma- 
rines were sent out to ascertain their 
purpose. It Is rumored that a skirmish

FATAL PISTOL FIQHT WITH 


SEVERAL DETECTIVES 


Five Men Fatally Hurt in the 


Struggle. 


ST. LOUIS SLEUTHS THE. TARGETS 


Of a Trio of Men Suspected of Implica- 


tion in a Train Robbery—Desper- 


ate Pistol Fight. 


St. Louis, Oct. 22.—Two city detec- 


tives are dead and another is not ex- 
pected to live, while one train robber 
suspect is at the morgue and two oth- 
ers are in the city hospital, one prob- 
ably fatally wounded and the other 
badjy beaten up. as the result of a des- 
perate battle between five officers and 
three men whom they tried to arrest. 
Harry Adams, alias Harry 
Vaughn, 


who escaped at the time of the shoot- 
ing, was raptured later by Detective 
Lee Killiani. who liied twice in mak- 
ing tht arrest. 


The dead: John Shea and Thomas 


Dwyer, detectives; Al Rose, suspect. 
Fatally wounded: 
James McClusky, 


detective; C. C. Blair and Harry Ad- 
ams, fcu.spects. 


The fight occurred in the front room 


of a. house on Pine street and the men 
who the detectives sought to arrest 
are suspected of being implicated in 
a train robbery at Centralia, Ills.,'a 
few weeks ago. The house had been 
under police surveillance for several 
days. A few minutes before the fight 
occurred, Vaughn left the house and 
hi .rted to walk down Pina street. Tha 
detectives closed in on him after he 
had gone 
some distance from the 


house and he was arrested. 
Accofcn- 


panied by their prisoner, the detec- 
tives returned and entered the house. 
Hardly had the detectives entered the 
room in which Rose and Blair were 
seated, when they were met with a 
volley of shots from a* heavy caliber 
revolver. 
Shea sank to the floor on 


the first shot and Dwyer followed al- 
most instantly. By that time the de- 
loci ives had drawn their revolvers and 
there was a deafening exchange of 
shots for several seconds. 


Harry H Vaughn, who admitted that 


he sometimes went under the alias of 
Harry Adams, told Chief of Detectives 
Desmond that he had come to St. Louis 
from some place in Ohio, which he 
refused to name, for the purpose of 
laying plans with Blair and Rose for 
train robbery. The room in which the 
battle occurred was a wreck. 
Bullet 


holes perforated walls, window sills 
ancl furniture, and every article in the 
room was overturned or broken. Some 
time after the shooting Louisa Heiss 
and Orma Moore, two women, who, 
according to the police, were asso- 
ciates of the suspects, were in the 
house at the time of the shooting, 
were arrested.
